Chief Desmond Expresses Regret 
That Jury Did Not See Fit to 
Impose Life’ Term Under Habit- 
ual Criminal Act. 


THIRTY DETECTIVES IN 
COURTROOM AS GUARDS 


Jury Seemingly Considered Only 
Evidence Which Showed Rose’s 
Pal Guilty of Single Robbery— 
Case to Be Appealed. 


Harry H. Vaughn, without expression of 
surprise or sadness, Saturday morning 
heard without a word of comment the ver- 
dict sentencing him to ®& years imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary on his conviction 
of robbery in the first degree. 

Thirty detectives, a dozen of them in- 
side the rail and keeping an unobstructed 
view of Vaughn, were scattered through- 
out the courtroom, guarding every door 
and window and prepared to shoot to kill 
if the prisoner made an effort to escape. 

Vaughn's only change of expression was 
when he glanced at these detectives. He 
hates them as they hate him, and as he 
looked at them he combined in his stolid 
|face and red-brown eyes, scowling under 
his heavy brows, a look of hatred and 
| disgust.

perfectly still during the read- 
(ing of the verdict. When the term of im- 
prisonment was named he raised his el- 
bow to the arm of his chair and rested 
his chin upon his hand. He remained thus 
for a moment, then resumed his former po- 
sition.

Attorney Bowcock, Vaughn's counsel, 
arore to dermund a poll of the jury; the ds- 
tectives fell back a few feet uytil the poll 
was taken; then they crowded forward 
again. 

Bowcock arose a second time to except 

the jury's verdict on the technical 
ground that Vaughn was not formally ar- 
raigned in open court, and that an infor- 
mation was filed to take the placc of the 
indictment. The detectives fell buck again. 

Judge Foster noted the lawyer's exceptions, 
hen dismissed the jury. 

The detectives crowded forward for the 
third time. Chief Desmond, standing at 
the door leading from the courtroom, 
watched their movements. Detectives not 
leading to the cage hurried to 
the doors or went outside to the exits. 

Vaughn had not moved: he glanced dis- 
gustedly at the officers, let his gaze rove 
over them and sneered. . 

Two deputy sheriffs tapped him on the 
arm and he arose, walking with bent head 
between the deputies-¢nd through the lane 
of detectives to the cage. 

When the cage door was closed behind 
him, all save a half dozen of the detec- 
tives left the room; the half dozen. acting 
under orders, remained close to the caga, 
waiting to assist in escorting Vaughn back 
to jail when the time for that should come. 
When, after 15 minutes, Vaughn was led 
forth, the detectives went before ana be- 
hind him, keeping close watch: until he 
was safely in jail. 

One of the detectives prominent in the 
room was Detective Harvey Jones, who lo- 
cated Vaughn, Bruce, oMrris and Louls 
Rosenauer, and arcested Vaughn a moment 
before Detectives Shea, Dwyer and Mc- 
Cluskey met their death in the room at 1224

He had scarce breathed to the full the 
&ir of freedom after his release from 
Chester penitentiary, Jan. 9. after 4 years 


and seven months’ imprisonment for com- 
plicity in the attempted jalil-break at Relle- 
ville, which led to the death of Sheriff 
Herman Barnickol, when the sword of 
death, which had been suspended above 
lum, descended and severed the thread 
which held him to life. 

Nothing but Ul fortune had 
Count Framke since he came to ~iieTica, 
and the prayer he expressed to be de- 
livered from the land of the free was ex- 
pressed after his release from the peni- 
tentiary. 

Although he knew that, because of heart 
disease, each moment might be his last. 
it was by a return to his native land that 
he hoped to be delivered. 


Count Framke died Friday morning at: 


the residence of 8. W. Peterman, 307 North 
Compton avenue. Heart disease was said 
to be the cause. 

Mr. Peterman suggeeted Saturday night 
that Framke might have died from an 
overdose of morphine. He reca'led things 
which Framke had said, indicating that he 
might have been contemplating suicide. 

Framke was talking to him and his 
wife last Wednesday, he said, and he 
stated then that he had not been able to 
sleep much. 

“I can't stand this much longer,’ he 
said. “If I don't get sleep I will take 
sumething that will put me to sleep for 
g00d."’ 

He had not heen away from the house 
for three or four days. He tried several 
times to leave the house, but each time 
got no fruther than the steps, when his 
physical condition compelled him to re- 
turn, Peterman satd. 

Peterman said Framke had been taking 
morphine. Some white pellets were found 
in his room. They were taken away by 
Dr. Oclscken after he died. 

When Mr. Peterman heard Framke fall 
to the floor in his room Friday morning 
and ran to his room, Framke resisted his 
efforts to raise him from the floor. 

‘Let me die,’ he said. 

His death occurred at 8:57 o'clock. 

Framke had told Peterman that he had 
lost $50,000 in cotton -speculation in the 
South. He had intended to return to Ger- 
many, he said, but did not think it was 
much use. He said he had left Germany 
because he killed a man in a duel. 

He had eaten nothing for three or four 
days. He took qa hot drink of whiskey oc- 
casionally. 

Hie was expecting letters from Germany 
and asked eterman to inquire for them 
at the general delivery. 

Framke was known there as W. O. Mum- 
fort. 

To conceal his identity and his past he 
had given that name when he engaged a

The losees on both sides have been aul 
the Japanese in particular suffeing fearfvl- 
ly under the storm of lead from the en- 
emy’s cannon. 

The battle began Jan. 25, when the Jap- 
anese crossed the Hun river and assumed 
the offensive. Gen. Kuropatkin répulsed 
them and has since been following up bis 
remorselessly. 

The hospitals here an@é«at Harbin have 
been prepared and 1000 wounded have al- 
ready arrived in Mukden. 

In the fight at Sandepas, one’ of- the 
opening engagements of the main battle. 
the Russians lost 45 officers and 1000 mon

Audience Kept Guessing as to Cut- 
come of Schools Debate, Be- 
came Impatient. 


Charles F. Ziebold, LL. B., of 8t. Louts 
kept an audience of 1100 persons in acute 
Suspense for ten minutes Friday evening 
while he played upon their feelings and re- 
served the decision of the judges of the 
first of the series of debates in the Inter- 
Scholastic Debating League in the audl- 
torium of the East St. Louis High School.

Once the girls 
misinterpreted the words of Mr. Zlebold 
and rushed half way across the stage. 

Persons in the audience begged him to 
“cut the suspense,’’ but he regarded not 
their pleading. He forecasted a brilliant 
future for the debaters, said that he was 
from Missouri and finally announced that 
the victory was for East St. Louls. 

The agony of suspense intensified the joy 
of the Bast 8t. Louis students. They cur- 
ried the debaters about on their shoulders, 
waved pennants, rang cowbeils and blew 
horns. They paraded the streets later. 

The question debated was ‘Resolved, that 
the time has now come when the United 
States should abandon the Monroe Doctrine 
ae a principle of international policy.’ 
Manual Training supported the affirmative, 
East St. Louis, the negative. 

E. H. Mitchell of Central High School 
of 8t. Loule, the other school in the 
debating league, presided and announced 
before the beginning of the debate that the 
losers would debate Central High School, 
after which the winners of both debates 
would contest for final victory. The speak- 
ers were Gustave Schmidt, Rodney Bedell, 
Alfred Fairbank, Manual Training: Thomas 
W. Samuels, George E. Bvans and Charles 
P. Webb, East St. Louis. 

East St. Louls had maps and charts 
prepared, Manual a grinding machine from 
which they ground out statements con- 
cerning the condition of South America. 

Charies P. Webb, the little East Side de- 
bater. creeated much amusement by com- 
menting upon the favor shown East S8t.

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UNION PLANT SOLD 
TQ NORTH AMERICAN 


St. Louis Capitalists Disnese of 
Their Half Interest to East- 
ern Corporation. 


A dispatch from New York to the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday morning says the North 
American company has completed the pur- 
chase of the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. from St. Louis capitalisu and 
now owns the entire concern. 

The North American company has owned 
a half interegt in the plant for some time 
and has been negotiating in New York 
with St. Louisans for the other half. It is 
these negotiations which have been com- 
pleted. 


The officials of the Union Electric com- 
pany are said to have favored the ex- 
change of their stock on a_. basis 
of shore for share in North Amer- 
ican stock, which at the present 
market price of this security would be 


$98 per share, whiie the North American 
Co. is said to have demanded a cash bonus 
in the neighborhood of $% a share. And on 
this difference in price i: is said the closing 
of the negotiations were delayed. 

As regards the absorption of the United 
Railways Co. by the North American Co., 
it is said that the negotiations have not 
reached a point where anything definite 
can be given out. 

The rumor current in New York 
for the past two days is to the 


effect that the North American Co. would 
shortly authorize an increase in the capita] 
stock from $17,000,000, the present capital, 
to $23,000,000, which would make avail- 
able $6,000,000 in new stock, the amount re- 
quired to purchase the outstanding half 
of the Union Electric Co.'s stock and the 
control of the United Railways Co., has 
added weight to the belief that these two 
important deals Will be closed about the 
same time. 

From one source it is even reported that 
the closing of one deal is dependent on 
the success of the other. 

There is also a well-founded rumor in 


circulation to the effect that the dividend 
rate on Laclede Gas common stock wil] 
be increased from 4 to 5 per cent at the 
next dividend date, which is March 1%. 
This company is controlied by the North 
American Co., which holds 00,000 shares 
of atock out of a total of 70,000. The stock 
paid 3 per cent in 1898 and 1899 and 4 per 
cent since. 

The minority holdings of this stock are 
controlled by the same interests that con- 
trol the Union EBlectric Co. and the United 
Railways Co., and who are now in New 
York. But much dissatisfaction has pre- 
vailed among these minority holders, be- 
cause these holdings were not included in 
the purchase by the North American Co. 
And an increase in the dividend rate on 
this stock from 4 to 6 percent is said to 
be a contingency on which this minority 
stock of 20.000 shares wil! also be taken 
over by the North American Co. in the 
carrying out of the present negotiations.

Manager Nichols Has Practically Closed Deal for Brooklyn’s 
Great Outfie'der—Homer Smoot May Figure in the 
Trade—Jimmy Burke to Be Released. 


If Charley Nichols can swing a @eal that 
has been pending for several weoks, Jitn- 
my Sheckard, the star Brooklyn outfielder, 
will play left or center field for the Car- 
dinals next summer. 

Nichols is figuring on Sheckard in left, 
Josh Clarke in center, and ‘Spike’ Shan- 
non in right—a strong trio, surely. 

The deal for Sheckard is considered prac- 

ticully settled. The Pennsylvania boy had 
a bad season in Brooklyn last year. Sur- 
rounded by a bunch of misfits he became 
disheartened and careless and did not play 
like Sheckard of championship teams. Hus 
batting average sank away below the 800" 
mark and he suffered an eclipse in his field- 
ing. 
No one believes, however, that Sheckard 
has retrograded. It ts believed, however, 
that Hanlon will yield to the St. Louis 
offer, for he believes that Sheckard did 
not play the ball he was capable of last 
summer. “Foxy Ned,” therefore, wants to 
get rid of Sheckard for the same reason 
that the Browns sold Jesse Burkett.

Sheckard is one of the most famous 
outfielders in the big leagues.

He is one of the best base runners in the 


National League and a good thfower. 

He was a member of the champton 
Brooklyn team and played the field with 
Wille Keeler. When the American League 
opened in Baltimore in 1902, Sheckard 
,umped to the Orioles, piayed two days 
and then hopped back to Brooklyn. For 


that he was dubbed the “Grasshopper,”:
